Status 

Claims 1 through 4 have been cancelled by the present amendment and claims 5 
through 24 have been added. Claims 5-24 will remain for further consideration.

The .Examiner indicated that claims 1-4 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and of any intervening 
claims. The indication of this allowable subject matter is noted with appreciation.

The Examiner rejected claims 1-4 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite. Claims 1-4 have been canceled and new claims 5-24 have been added 
to provide a more definite statement of Applicant's invention. The cancellation of the prior 
claims and the addition of the new claims should obviate these grounds for objection and 
rejection including range limitations, paragraph numbering and improper claim referral. 

The claims as amended should remain allowable over the art of record.
